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FOREWORD 


CHINESE  ART 


HE  Emperor  and  poet  Ch’ien-lung,  conqueror  of  Ili,  gave  his  name  in 


the  eighteenth  century  to  a reign  of  sixty  years,  during  which  the  art 
of  sculpture  in  semi-precious  minerals  attained  a perfection  of  technique 
comparable  to  that  of  the  early  bronzes.  The  mineral  yii,  which  we  call  jade, 
is  especially  capable  of  expressing  the  austerities  of  form  demanded  by  the 
Chinese  aesthetic  canon:  its  hardness  and  brilliance  and  the  purity  of  color 
of  the  ‘white’  and  ‘mutton  fat'  jades  yields  a product  comparable  with  the 
finest  of  the  hard-paste  monochrome  porcelains. 

It  is  these  white  jades  which  are  represented  so  superbly  in  the  Pater- 
son collection.  Their  contours  are,  from  the  characteristic  ancestral  piety  of 
the  Chinese,  largely  derived  forms,  taken  from  the  bronzes  of  Han  or  other 
of  the  early  dynastic  masterpieces.  The  beauty  of  such  works  as  the  helmet- 
form  libation  cup  [N  umber  307],  the  dragon  vase  [Number  353],  and 
the  great  two-handled  ovate  vase  [Number  358]  — to  select  at  random- 
may  therefore  be  the  tested  merit  of  as  much  as  two  thousand  years  of 
critical  approval.  Whether  it  is  seen  in  jade,  in  rock  crystal  [Number  355], 
in  lapis-lazuli  [Number  338],  in  carnelian  or  another  mineral,  the  forms 
have  the  sureness  of  an  already  classic  canon  and  a reflected  brilliance  like 
that  of  the  European  Renaissance. 

The  appeal  of  the  ceramics  is  to  a sense  in  the  observer  of  developing 
form  and  color,  in  a material  which  became  more  and  more  tractable  with 
the  progress  of  technical  discovery.  Among  the  decorated  porcelains,  the 
magnificent  pair  of  blue  and  white  ‘hawthorn’  jars  [Number  38  1 ] from  the 
Bennett  collection,  interpreting  the  coming  of  Spring  (not  the  pair  sold  in 
New  York  in  1931),  and  the  Imperial  five-piece  gilded  temple  garniture 
[N  umber  386]  are  the  measure  of  this  remarkable  technical  skill  applied 


to  ornament. 


PAINTINGS 


The  glamour  of  Georgian  painting  is  deeply  bound  up  with  the  roman- 
ticism of  our  historical  sense,  which  has  interested  itself  in  the  subjects  of  its 
portraits.  It  is  for  us  the  Age  of  Elegance,  peopled  with  a ruling  class  which 
(unlike  the  nobility  of  France)  attracts  by  the  combination  of  an  aristo- 
cratic ideal  with  the  quasi-democratic  conception  of  parliamentary  public 
service.  This  may  not  be  a whole  truth ; but  the  fact  remains  that  we  are  pre- 
disposed to  like  the  sitters  and  hence  more  than  ready  to  appreciate  the  ob- 
jectively daz/.ling  technique  of  the  artists.  As  for  the  painters,  they  listened 
to  Sir  Joshua,  and  saw  authentic  visions  of  elegance:  and  presently  nature 
was  imitating  art.  One  has  only  to  think  of  Lady  Hamilton. 

Look  at  The  Stanhope  Children  of  the  noble  family  of  Harrington 
[Number  32],  whom  Romney  has  so  deftly  placed  within  the  canvas,  and 
at  the  wealth  of  glowing  paint  lavished  upon  the  pictorial  beauty  of  child- 
hood. This  is  the  English  scene  in  its  most  engaging  aspect.  The  aristocratic 
Sir  John  Campbell  [Number  33],  from  the  Cronier  collection,  is  vested  by 
Gainsborough  with  the  brilliant  turquoise  of  the  Blue  Boy,  and  is  a notable 
example  of  the  painter’s  refinement  and  of  the  persuasive  quality  of  his 
brushwork;  while  the  signed  and  dated  portrait  of  his  aunt,  Mrs  Burroughs 
[Number  35],  the  wife  of  Gainsborough's  headmaster,  contains  all  his 
powers  of  cool  observation  and  stands— if  one  may  be  permitted  the  fantasy 
—for  the  Olympian  majesty  of  the  small  Thomas’  school-dame,  seen  in  the 
perspective  of  twenty-five  years.  The  head  is  a remarkably  spiritual  one.  A 
Scottish  portrait.  Miss  Helen  Currie  Laing  [Number  34],  has  this  same 
feeling  of  analytical  appraisement,  and  Raeburn’s  broader  brushwork,  like 
that  of  Gainsborough's  last  period,  imparts  a sense  of  vital  animation  — 
“racier  than  many  anecdotes”,  as  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  wrote  of  him, 
“and  more  complete  than  many  volumes  of  sententious  memoirs”. 

Baroque  art  in  England  was  sieved  through  the  invisible  meshes  of  a 
naturalism  which  was  to  appear  in  Constable.  Gainsborough’s  Gipsy  Scene 
[Number  24]  is  a miniature  masterpiece  of  the  kind,  in  which  the  para- 
mount influence  of  Hobbema,  the  god  of  landscape-painters,  is  to  be 
remarked. 


Turner’s  watercolor  of  Zurich  [Number  25]  from  the  Gillott  collec- 
tion shows  the  extreme  fluctuation  from  substance  to  sheer  luminosity 
which  results  in  massless  forms  half-dissolved,  but  re-organized  in  terms 
of  light  by  the  boldness  of  the  painter’s  imagination.  Compare  his  contem- 
porary, Corot,  who  in  his  later  landscapes  subordinates  substance  to  a 
tonal  quality.  Corot  also  was  a master  at  painting  light,  but  through  the 
agency  of  the  more  delicate  forms  of  nature,  like  the  leaves  and  the  trunks 
of  the  birches.  Les  Denicheurs  Toscans  [Number  26]  and  Saiut-Nicolas- 
Lez-Arras  [Number  31]  are  two  large  and  important  examples  of  his  last 
period,  with  an  unusual  spaciousness  in  the  design. 

The  Barbizon  school  is,  indeed,  very  fully  represented  by  the  work  of 
Daubigny,  Diaz,  Dupre,  Jacque,  and  L'Hermitte,  and  by  their  Dutch  co- 
masters, M auve,  Jacob  Maris,  and  the  compassionate  Israels.  A lively 
Schreyer  [Number  29]  of  Wallachians  watering  horses,  and  a self-portrait 
by  Meissonier  [Number  19],  in  Venetian  dress,  are  among  the  technical 
triumphs  of  nineteenth  century  painting.
